The rejection of claims 1-24 and 31-35 under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over Application Serial No. 09/098702 for reasons of record in the 
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Office Action of November 21, 2002 has been withdrawn in view of said being 
abandoned. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicants' arguments in amedment filed on May 20, 2004 and a 
review of the instant pending claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
claimed graphic article wherein the attachment component of substantially transparent, 
continuous polymeric layer has a layer of substantialy transparent, hot melt adhesive on 
its second major surface and a layer of pressure sensitive adhesive on its first major 
sirface, and that said hot melt adhesive is adhered to the image layer on the imageable 
component. Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that 
the instant claimed invention would have been obvious to one have ordinary skill in the 
art.
